FINNISH OFFICIAL 
ASSASSINATED 


Procurator 
Geuoral SoiDinen 
Shot 
Down in His Home. 


HIS 
SON IS 
ALSO 
WOUNDED 


Helsingfors, Finland, Feb. 7.—Soi- 
^aJon Soiniuen, procurator general of 
rinland. who before he was ennobled 
was known by the name of Johnsson, 
was assassinated 
by a young 
man, 
whose identity up to the present time 
has not been determined. The assas- 
sin 
find 
iiolninen's 
son 
were 
lx>th 
wounded tn a revolver duel following 
the killing. The motive of the crime 
apparently was purely political, 
the 
slain oiJlcial being a prominent mem- 
ber of the government party. 


The murderer appeared at the prò- 
curator's residence and sent in a card 
bearing in French the name of Alex- 
andre Gadd, who Is in the Russian ser- 
vice. The young man, who was smart- 
ly dressed in aai officer's uniform, was 
promptly admitted to the ofliclars pri- 
vate study, and on his entrance fired 
four shots from a revolver, one of the 
bullets penetrating the breast of the 
procurator, who expired almost imme- 
diately. 
Plis 17-year-old son, hearing 
the shots, rushed in from an adjoining 
room and fired three or four shots at 
his father's assailant, whose right leg 
was broken bdow the knee by a bullet; 
He was also slightly wounded in the 
shoulder and a finger of his left hand 
was struck. 
The assassin 
fired 
the 
one bullet remaining in his revolver at 
Soininen's son, wounding him slightly 
in tbe calf of his right leg. He then 
endeavored to escape, but fell uncon- 
scious to the floor in the ante-room. 
There he was seized. 
Dr. W^asasjernti 
woB calièd immediately, but found thè 
procurator beyond need of his 
ser- 
vices. 
The assassin was removed to 
the surgical hospital, where he lies 
guarded by police, answering no ques- 
tions and evidently unconscious. 
His 
recovery, however, is thought to be 
certain. 


Up tO' the present the 
authorities 
have been unable to identify him. Ho 
is of dark complexion, and apparently 
between 25 and 30 years bid. 


Soininen was born in 1856, and prac- 
ticed at the Finnish bar. 
Ho was 
highly esteemed and had held various 
government 
appointments, 
including 
that of provincial judge. 
He was ap^ 
pointed procurator of the sonate in 
1901, and in the same year was made 
procurator general of the Duchy of 
Finland. 
Soininen was regarded as a 
wise and patriotic official. 
It is un- 
derstood that it was at his iniative 
that the Finns exiled 
by 
Governor 
General Bobrikoff were allowed to re- 
turn to Finland. 


SOSNOVlOE IN STATE 6 F SIEGE 


Strlkeri Have Dynamite and Bombs, 
and Trouble Is Expected. 


Berlin, Feb. 7.~The

Dupe of Mrs. Cliadwick 
Dies After 
Lingering Illness. 


Obcrlin, O., Feb. 6.—C. T. Beckwith, 
^r^ííidcnt of the defunct Citizens* Na- 
tional Bank of this city, died after two 
days of unconsciousness, during which 
ilissolution was expected at any mo- 
ment. 


Mr. Beckwith was tlbout 65 years 
3f nge. 
On December 1 last the fed- 
eral grand jury in Cleveland returned 
Hvii indictments against him upon the 
charge of violating the national bank- 
ing laws in connection with the loans 
made to Mrs. Cassie 
Chadwick by 
Che Citizens' National Bank of Ober- 
lin, of which deceased was the presi- 
dent. 
From the day of his 
arrest 
Beckwith's health failed r»|ndly. as a 
result of worry over his t:*oubles. 
He 
frequently declared during his illness 
that ho wanted to die. 
For several 
days prior to his death he refused 
to take food in any form. 
Death re- 
sulted directly from heart trouble. 


The death of President 
Beckwith 
may materially weaken the ca^5s of 
forgery and conspiracy to misapply 
bank funds now charged against Mrs. 
Chadwick.

SyKDIGATE VICE 
IN PHILADELPHIA 


PhilaiLlelphia, Feb. 7.—Following the 
Rllegation in the presentment of the 
grand jury last Thurtsday that syndi- 
cated vice exists in this city, and that 
Director of Public Saiety Smyth is re- 
sponsible for the condition, D. Clar- 
encc Gibboney, secretary of the Law 
and Order Society, in a letter to Mayor 
"Weaver, made a specific charge of 
official collusion with a disreputahle 
resort. The place was raided by agents 
of the society. 
Mr, Gibboj^y in his 
letter 
to the mayor concerning 
the 
place says: 


'^'he place has been protected 
by 
your i>ollce. 
On the bureau of 
the 
mistress of the house the most eonspic- 
uous ornament was a large cabinet 
photogmph of a policeman of the l>eat. 
The house is a house of officially pro- 
tected and syndicated crime." 


Mayor Weaver, in reply, said; 
"If 
1 can get any evidence that there is 
any connection with a police officialr 
or any official under my control, and 
protecting vice in any v/ay, shape or 
form in the city <>f Philadelpnia, ho 
shall not stay in the employ of the 
city. 
I shall be glad to receive the 
evidence that you have at the earliest 
poesible moment," 


Mr. Gibboney will present his evi- 
dence to the mayor on a date to ho 
lixed by that official, at which time it 
is expected a eommittee of five clergy-, 
men 
will be present. 
This 
clerical 
committee, of which Archbishop Hyan, 
of the Roman Catholic Church, and 
Bishop Mackay-Smith, of the Eplsco^ 
pal Church, are members, held a con- 
ference with the mayor. 
It was ijlti-» 
mated that the mayor would issue a 
statement concerning the conference, 
but he has not yet done so.

30 SAVED FROM 
SINKING ICE BOAT 


Lewes, Del., Jan. 6, — Thirty men 
narrowly escaped dro\^ning in the icy 
waters of the harbor Of refuge at tho 
Delaware Breakwater, and, after being 
rescued with the greatest difficulty by 
the cre^^s 
of two 
tugs, they 
were 
forced to make their way to shore 
afoot over the heavy ice floes, with 
which the river and bay is blocked. 
The mf^n whose lives were imperilled 
wore Captain Jacobs and his crew of 
29 men. of the Philadelphia city Ice 
boat No. 
which made its way down 
the Delaware river from Philadelphia 
In àù effort to clear the channel of 
Ice. 


Tho ice boat collided with the sunk- 
en bargo 
Santiago, the 
masts 
and 
buoys of whic-h l:ad been carried away 
by the ice Jam. 
The ice boat had be- 
come v/edgpd in the mass of ice be- 
tween the harbor of refuge and the old 
breakwater, and was unable to pro- 
ceed. 
The croft was at the mercy of 
the ice, and was carried hither and 
thither by the, motion of the pack. 
While drifting In this manner the ice 
boat struck the barge, and a large hole 
v/as stove in her hull. 
Immediately 
the boat began to fill with water, and 
r.he crew realized at once that there 
was no chance of saving her. 
Captain 
Ja^^obs' signals of disti'ess wem an- 
sv/orod by the tugs Teaser and Boxer. 
Tho tuss experienced much difficulty 
- in reaching the rapidly sinking ice 
boat, their progress being hampered 
by the heavy cokes of ice which ground 
against the sides of the little vessels, 
rendering their efforts extremely haz- 
ardous. 
They succeeded, however, in 
ditiwing near enough to throw a line 
to the sinking Ice boat, and one by 
one the crew were hauled aboard tho 
rescuing tug.-s 
The ice Jam prevented 
the tugs from docking, and the crew 
of the ice boat, stiff from exposure 
and 
nearly 
exhausted, 
managed 
to 
complete a perilous journey across the 
ice fields to shore. 
The rescued men 
àro quartered at a hotel here, and will 
probably proceed by train to Philadel- 
phia. 
Some of the men saved a few 
of their belongings. The Ice boat sank 
aoon after the crev/ was taken off. 


Navigation is almost at a standstill 
on the Delaware because of the ice, 
which is jamming the stream from 
Trenton, N. J., to the breakwater, and 
extends nearly 10 miles out to sea. 
Three large iron steamships succeded 
in reaching port today, but there Is a 
largo Deet of vessels of all kinds at 
the breakwater unable to make any 
headway 
agalnnt 
the Jam. 
Several 
ships are faßt In the Ice at tho "horse- 
shoe," a bend in the river at Glouces- 
ter, N. J., and it will probably be sev- 
eral days before the city Ice boats can 
clear a passage for them.

Down in His Home.

THREE CHILDREN DROWNED 
’Finding of Hole In Ico Led to DItcov- 
ery of ihe Tragedy, 
Lancaster, Pa., Feb. 6.*-Three chil- 
'rtrcvn were drou^ned at Brownstown, 
this county. The finding of a hole in 
the Ice in Wenger*s‘dara, on the Con- 
«atoga creek, Itjd to the discovery of 
the tragedy. 
The victims were children of George 
W. Hoeffner, of that place—Edwin, 
«ged 17; Jjizzie> a^ed 11^ and John, 
aged 9 years.

The exajct circumBtances of the acci- 
^^nt are not known, as there were no 
‘witnesses. The two younger children 
had been coasting along the creek, and 
it iB supposed that Edwin, who v/ore 
skates when found, had taken them 
on the ice, and was pulling them ubout 
on the sled When the Ice broke be­ 
neath them, precipitating all three into 
the water. 
Children who went to the coasting 
irrounds lat^r discovered the hole in 
the ice and ralse<l the alarm.

MORE PLEAS FOR MRS, EDWARDS 


Helsingfors, Finland, Feb. 7,—Soi- 
^alon Soinluen, procurator general of 
Tinland, who before hé was ennobled 
was known by the name of Johnsson, 
wag assassinated by a young man, 
whoso identity up to the present time 
has not been determined. The assas* 
sin and Kolninen’s son were both 
wounded In a rovolvor duel followinis 
the killing. The motive of the crime 
apparently was purely political, the 
slain oiJlcial being a prominent mem- 
ber of the government party. 
The murderer appeared at the pr6- 
curator’s residence and sent in a card 
bearing in French the name of Alex­ 
andre Gadd, who Is in the Russian ser­ 
vice. The young man, who was smart­ 
ly dressed in aai officer's uniform, was 
promptly admitted to the ofliclal’s pri­ 
vate study, and on his entrance fired 
four shots from a revolver, one of the 
bullets penetrating the breast of the 
procurator, who expired almost imme­ 
diately. 
His 17-year-old son, hearing 
the shots, rushed in from an adjoining 
room and fired three or four shots at 
his father's assailant, whose right leg 
was broken below the knee by a bullet 
He was also slightly wounded in the 
shoulder and a finger of his left hand 
was struck* 
The assassin fired the 
one bullet remaining in his revolver at 
Soininen's son, wounding him slightly 
in the calf of his right leg. He then 
endeavored to escape, but fell uncon­ 
scious to the floor in the ante-room. 
There he was seized. Dr. Vv^asasjerna 
wou calièd Immediately, but found thè 
procui*ator beyond need of his ser­ 
vices. 
The assassin was removed to 
the surgical hospital, where he lies 
guarded by police, answering no ques­ 
tions and evidently uncoijsclous. His 
recovery, however, is thought to be 
certain. 
Up to* the present the authorities 
have been unable to Identify him. Ho 
is of dark complexion, and apparently 
between 25 and 30 years 61 d. 
Soininen was born in 1856, and prac­ 
ticed at the Finnish bar. 
He was 
highly esteemed and had held various 
government appointments, 
including 
that of provincial judge. He was ap­ 
pointed procurator of the senate in 
1901, and in the same year was made 
procurator general of the Duchy of 
Finland. 
Soininen was regarded as a 
wise and patriotic official. 
It is un­ 
derstood that it was at his iniative 
that the Finns exiled by Governor 
General Bobrikoff were allowed to re­ 
turn to Finland. 


80SN0VICE IN STATE ÓF SIEGE 
Strikeri Have Dynamite and Bombti 
and Trouble Is Expected* 
Berlin, Feb. 7.—^l’'he Lokal Anzel- 
ger’s correspondent at Kattowit^ tele­ 
graphs: **A state of siege has been de­ 
clared at Sosnovire, General Jedczyns- 
kl talcing command. The superintend­ 
ent of police has been dismissed from 
office. Gatherings of as many as three 
persons on the streets are forbidden. 
The military are using their arms upon 
the slightest disobedience of orders. 
Tearing down placards announciu;? the 
slate of siege is punished witJi 10 days' 
imprisonment. Serious collisions are 
expected. The strikers have abundant 
supplies of dynamite and hand bombs 
The exodus to Germany by rail is very 
heavy. Germans arriving at Sosnovice 
are advised by the authorities to re* 
main at the railway station for safety. 
**A procession of striker» at Sosno- 
vice, estimated at 40,000 persons, con­ 
tained a number of German mining 
officials, whom the strlhers had cap­ 
tured and compelled to march in their 
ranks.” 
The Tageblatt's Kattowltz corres­ 
pondent reports that 1500 soldiers have 
marched Into Sosnovice under two gen­ 
erals, and that important events are

Dupe of Mrs. Chmdwick Dies After 
Lingering Illness, 
Obcrlin, O., Feb. 6.—C. T. Beckwith, 
pri'Sident of the defunct Citizens* Na­ 
tional Bank of this city, died after two 
days of unconsciousness, during which 
ilissolutiou was expected at any mo­ 
ment. 
Mr. Beckwith was flbout 65 years 
3f nge. 
On December 1 last the fed- 
iral grand ju rt in Cleveland returned 
ave indictments against him upon the 
charge of violating the national bank­ 
ing laws in connection with the loans 
made to Mrs. Cassie b. Chadwick by 
Che Citizens' National Bank of Ober- 
lin, of which deceased was the presi­ 
dent. 
From the day of his arrest 
Beckwith’s health failed r^indly. as a 
result of worry over his ti*oubles. He 
frequently declared during his illness 
that ho wanted to die. 
For several 
days prior to his death he refused 
to take food in any form. 
Death re­ 
sulted directly from heart trouble. 
The death of President Beckwith 
may materially weaken the ca^es of 
fo rg e ry and conspiracy to misapply 
bank funds now charged against Mrs. 
Chadwick. It was expected that Beck-* 
with would be the star witness in 
both the federal and common pleas 
courts. 
SYKDIGATE VICE 
IN PHILADELPHIA 


Philaidelpliia, Feb. 7.—Following the 
ellegation in the presentment of the 
grand jury last Thursday that syndi­ 
cated vice exists in this city, and that 
Director of Public Saiety Smyth is re­ 
sponsible lor the condition, D. Clar- 
enco Gibboney, secretary of the Law 
and Oi’der Society, in a letter to Mayor 
Weaver, made a specific charge of 
olflcial collusion wlih a disreputable 
resort. The place was r.aided by agents 
of the society. 
Mr, Gibboj^y In his 
letter to the mayor concerning tho 
place says: 
“I'he place has been protected by 
your iK)lIce. 
On the bureau of the 
mistress of the house the most eon-spic- 
uons ornament was a large cabinet 
photograpli of a policeman of the beat. 
The house Is a house of ofliclalJy pro­ 
tected and syndicated crime.” 
Mayor Weaver, in reply, said; 
"If 
I can get any evidence that there is 
any connection with a police ofiiclaV 
or any official under my control, and 
protecting vice in any v/ay, shape or 
form in the city Of Philadelpnla, ho 
shall not stay in the employ of the 
city. 
I shall be glad to receive the 
evidence that you have at tho earliest 
possible moment.” 
Mr. Gibboney will present his evi­ 
dence to the mayor on a date to bo 
llxed by that otiicial, at which time It 
is expected a «ommittee of five clergy­ 
men will be present. 
This clerical 
committee, of which Archbishop Ryan, 
of the Roman Catholic Church, and 
Bishop Mackay-Smlth, of the Eplsco^ 
pal Church, are members, held a con­ 
ference with the mayor. 
It was inti-» 
mated that the mayor would Issue a 
Btatement concerning the conference, 
but he has not yet done so. 
Secretary Gibboney will send out 
invitations to 50 prominent clergymen, 
asking them to attend a meeting, at 
v/hich he propoees to submit to tJiem 
facta that the c-laims of tho society 
anent the “white slave" and social 
evils have not been overdrawn. Evi­ 
dence that such places exist with the 
full knowledge of the police will be 
shown the clergymen. 
This evidence 
officers of the Law and Order Society 
have been collecting for more than a 
year past, and- the confei’ence Is to be 
the culmination of the cruisade, 
'‘Do ySa really believe that ‘v/hite 
slaves’ exiat ta this city?” was asked 
Gibiioney, "I do, indeed,’’ he replied.

30 SAVED FROM 
SINKING ICE BOAT 


Lewes, Del., Jan. 6. — Thirty men 
narrowly escaped droAtning in the icy 
waters of the harbor Of refuge at tho 
Delaware Breakwater, and, after being 
rescued with the greatest difficulty by 
the crew's of two tugs, they were 
forced to make their way to shore 
afoot over the heavy ice floes, with 
which the river and bay is blocked. 
The men whoso lives were imperilled 
were Captain Jacobs and his crew of 
29 men, of the Philadelphia city ic« 
boat No. 
which made its way down 
the Delaware river from Philadelphia 
In àü effort to clear the channel of 
Ice. 
Tho ice boat collided with tho sunk­ 
en barge Santir4go, the masts and 
buoys of which had been carried away 
bj»' the ice Jam. The ice boat had be­ 
come v/edged in the mass of Ice be­ 
tween the harbor of refuge and the old 
breakwater, and was unable to pro­ 
ceed. 
The craft was at the mercy of 
the ice, and was carried hither and 
thither by the, motion of the pack. 
While drifting In this manner the ice 
boat struck the barge, and a large hole 
v/as stove in her hull. 
Immediately 
the boat began to fill with water, and 
the crew realized at once that there 
was no chance of saving her. Captain 
Jac'obs' signals of distress wei*o an- 
sv/ored by the tugs Teaser and Boxer. 
The tugs experienced much difftculty 
^ in reaching the rapidly sinking ice 
boat, their progress being hampered 
by the heavy cakes of ice which ground 
against the sides of the little vessels, 
rendering their efforts extremely haz­ 
ardous, 
They succeeded, however, in 
drawing n^ixv enough to throw a line 
to the sinking ice boat, and one by 
one the crew were hauled aboard the 
rescuing tug.s The ice Jam prevented 
the tugs from docking, and the crew 
of the ice boat, stiff from exposure 
and nearly exhausted, managed to 
complete a perilous journey across the 
Ice flelds to shore. 
The rescued men 
áre quartered at a hotel here, and will 
probably proceed by train to Philadel­ 
phia. 
Some of tho men saved a few 
of their belongings. The ice boat sank 
floon after the crev/ was taken off. 
Navigation is almost at a standstill 
on the Delaware because of the ice, 
which is jamming the stream from 
Trenton, N. J., to the breakwater, and 
extends nearly 10 miles out to sea. 
Three large iron steamships succeded 
in reaching port today, but there is a 
large lleet of vessels of all kinds at 
tho breakwater unable to mako any 
headway against the Jam. 
Several 
ships are faßt in the ice at tho “horse­ 
shoe,** a bend in the river at Glouces­ 
ter, N. J., and it will probably be sev­ 
eral days before the city ice boati can 
clear a passage for them.

Lake Baikal. 


A new molybdenum compound has 
been discovered by Professor Moissan. 
It is obtained by heating charcoal with 
melted molybdenum aud aluminium in 
the electric furnace. 
The 
resultant 
metallic mass is treated with a concen- 
trated solution o^ potash, says the En- 
gineering aud 
Mining 
Journal, and 
well-deiined needle-shaped crystals of 
the noAV compound are obtained. 
The 
substitution Is very hard, and resists 
all acids but nitric. 
It Is not decom- 
posed by water or steam at a tempera- 
ture below GOO degrees C. It resembles 
tungsten carbide. 
It is hoped that 
the new compound may be useful in 
making molybdenum steels. 


Consul-General Guenther at Frank- 
fort reports thr.t the chemist, Verneull, 
has succeeded 
in 
making 
artificial 
rubies, pure and brilliant in color,.and 
apparently possessing all the physical 
properties of natural rubies, by melt- 
ing a mixture of clay and oxid of 
chromium at a temperature of 7000 
degi'ees, obtained by means of a blaze 
of oxyhydrogen gas. The molten mass 
when suddenly cooled becomes very 
hard, and can then be cut and polished 
like the natural stone. A ruby weigh- 
ing iivo pounds has thus been pro- 
duced, but so inexpensive is the process 
that the value of this huge artificial 
gem is sold at only $000. 
Natural 
rubies of fine color are among the most 
costly of precious stones. 


In the great corn and wheat belt of 
the Middle West improved windmills 
are now used to develop electric power 
for general use on large farms. At first 
the electricity so obtainea was em- 
ployed only for lighting houses and 
barns, but more recently it has been 
utilized for running small motors. For 
many years windmills *or raising water 
to irrigate the land have been almost 
as common in some parts of the prairie 
States as in Holland, but often they 
were quite crude In construction. 
The 
Department of Agriculture has now 
taken up the subject, and begun the 
distribution of information among the 
farmers concerning the latest forms of 
windmills, and it is such improved 
mills that are found useful for devel- 
oping electric power. In Germany elec- 
tricity derived from the wind for agri- 
cultural purposes has been used sue* 
cessfully for the past two years. 


Although the problem of color pho- 
tography is still far from solved, prog- 
ress is being occasionally made. 
A 
new German discovery—that of Dr. 
Koenig—relates to printing from tri- 
color negatives, and depends upon the 
use of paper coated with collodion solu- 
tions of colorless compounds of green- 
ish blue, cherry red and yellow dyes 
that develop the original colors on ex- 
posure to light. 
The set of three 
negatives is first made under the usual 
light 
filters. 
The printing paper Is 
first coated with tlie solution of the 
dye that is changed by light to green- 
ish blue, and, after drying, it is ex- 
posed about thirty seconds under the 
negative taken through the red filter. 
When the required depth of color in 
reached, it is fixed in a solution which 
removes the unaltered dye compound. 
The paper Is then recoated, this time 
with the collodion for the red print, 
and exposed in exact register under 
the green negative. After this is fixed 
the third coating Is made, and the yel- 
lo^*^ Image Is developed under the blue 
negative. 


Artificial cotton is now made from 
various woods, as from pine in Ba- 
varia and from fir in France. 
In the 
French process, the wood, freed from 
bark and knots, and pulverized by a 
special machine, is steamed ten holirs 
In a horizontal brass lead-lined cylinder 
of 3500 cubic feet capacity, after which 
2000 cubic feet of a bisulphate of soda 
wash is added and the whole is heated 
thirty-six hours under a pressure of 
three atmospheres. 
The fibre, thus 
made very white, is then washed and 
ground by a series of sti*ong metallic 
meshes, after which it Is given electro- 
chemical bleaching by chloride of lime. 
The mass is dried between two power- 
ful rollers. 
The resulting pure cellu- 
lose is reheated in a tight metal boiler 
with a mixture of chloride of zinc and 
hydrochloric and nitric acids, to which 
is added a little castor oil, casein and 
gelatine to give resistance to the fibre. 
The very consistent pa§te produced Is 
drawn Into threads through a kind of 
draw plate. 
The threads are passed 
over gummed cloth, then immersed in 
weak carbonate of soda solution, dried 
between two slowly turning cylinders, 
and finally given solidity by an ammon- 
iacal bath.

FARM 
TOPICS. 


COTTON SEED 
MEAL, 


The Department of Foods and Feed- 
ing has recently made a collection of 
cottonseed meal offered in Massachu- 
setts markets. 
According to Jenkins, 
the rules of the Cottonseed Crushers' 
Association require "choice", meal to 
contain a minimum of C.G per cent, of 
nitrogen equivalent to 42.2 per cent, 
protein, or if from the South Atlantic 
States, 6.2 per cent, of nitrogen equal 
to 38.6 per cent, protein. About all of 
the meal now offei'ed in this State Is 
guaranteed to contain 43 per cent pro- 
tein (6.88 per cent, nitrogen) and nine 
per cent. fat. 


All of the samples collected were no- 
ticeably low in water, ranging from 
5.27 to 7.80 per cent. 
The sample 
branded Dixie contained only 37.41 per 
cent, protein and is decidedly inferior. 
Several other lots scarcely met their 
guarantees of 43 per cent. 
Most of 
the samples collected 
were 
derived 
from the 1903 cotton crop. 
They had 
a bright yellow color and were quite 
free from hulls. 
A number of brands 
contained rather more "linters,'' or 
short fibre than was desirable. On the 
whole the quality of meal .may be re- 
garded with satisfaction, and shows 
an elTort on the part of manufacturers 
and importers to place standard goods 
upon the market. 
The price of cot- 
tonseed meal has risen steadily since 
1899, when It could be bought for about 
§24 a ton. 
In spite of this fact, it 
may be considered at present one of 
the cheapest sources of protein for 
feeding purposes, as well as an eco- 
nomical source of organic nitrogen.—J, 
B. Lindsay, Hatch

AUTOMATIC ^FOUNTAIN. 


An Ohio man gives this description 
of his poultry fountain: Every poul- 
tryman knows how diflicult it is to 
keep good, clean water for a largo 
flock of hens shut up in a house or 
yard. 
If furnished in an open vessel 
it is soon lowered out of reach or filled 
with dirt and litter by their scratch- 
ing. 
Various small fountains are on 
the market which do for little chicks, 
but large fowls shut in a warm house 
drink a great deal aud require lots of 
time and attention. 
The accompany- 
ing cut shows an automatic foimtain

which I devised for use in my poultry 
house. It is made of a ten-gallon keg. 
A pint tin cup is connected by a small 
tube to the lower end, from which 
the chickens drink. 
To fill the keg 
the tube is corked, then the cork Is 
taken out of the top. When it is filled 
make the bung tight and open the tube 
below. The water will not run out of 
the cup if the tube be an inch or more 
below the top. 
One cup will water a 
good-sized flock. Two or more cups 
may be used if necessary. 
The foun- 
tain should be set on a box about eight 
Inches high, just so the hens can reach 
it and not throw dirt into the cup by 
scratching. 
With 
this 
arrangement 
they have plenty of clean water and 
require our attention but once a day.

"TK 
MAN stood up at tho cross- 
/ \ 
bar gratlug that admitted 
light and air Into a small prl- 
son coll. 
Ho was watching 
the fast fading light, and waiting a 
coming hour, and as he stood there, 
gulping the clear evening air Into bis 
cramped lungs his emotions grew so 
strong in him that to keep himself from 
crying out from sheer excitement he 
grasped the bars of the grating with 
such force that the knuckle bones of 
his hands seemed on the point of 
breaking through his skin. 
The man was Convict 73. He was

The qualities of each are necessary to the proper 
roimding of their character. The question is. Why do we get well trained aud 
gifted women for our schools and not an equal number of equally well trained 
men? And the answer is that the former come for less money. So there will 
ho no change in this situation until there Is equal pay for equal service. 
To achieve the highest, men and women must be of equal nobility of char­ 
acter, for that union is dependent upon the deepening of the content of the 
individual, of tho personal spirit. In socialism this is often forgotten. Perfect 
union in marriage also demands this, and yet snch deepening of the content 
gives an added susceptibility to suffering. But if the basis of union be strong' 
enough to pull the tv»*o natures together, the larger the difference the stronger 
the union. So men avIio have progressed the furthest have gained certain of the 
gentler feminine qualities and demand .a corresponding gain in masculine qual­ 
ities In the women of their choice, the gain operating In the one case toward the 
more perfect manhood and in tho other toward the more perfect womanhood, 
and thus increasing the differentiation.

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GRAPE CULTURE. 


Many people really do not know 
what a healthy fruit the grape is, and 
how easy it may be propagated from 
cuttings. 
Every farmer or city man, 
if he does not own more than n small 
lot, should make it a specialty to grow 
¡some grapes. 
With the many dilTer- 
ent varieties that we have, we may 
arrange to have grapes from August 
until December, and sometimes later» 
says Inland Farmer. 
If wo wish to 
grow grapes successfully we 
Bhould 
use plenty of stable manure, and plow 
the land late in the fall, 
and 
plow- 
thoroughly. We then have our ground 
ready for spring work. The first three 
or four years we should cultivate or 
hoe the same as we do corn or other 
crops. 
The most handy way to train 
grape vines is a trellis made of posts 
sixteen feet apart, with three or four 
W4res. 


We will find this convenient in gath- 
ering the fruit and trimming the vines 
also. 
In pruning we should not leave 
too much overgrown wood on the trel- 
lis. 
The best time for pruning grapes 
Is during the month of February aud 
March, before the canes start to grow.

Cheaper 
Furs. 


One of the results of the Russian- 
Japanese war is that raw furs are 
cheaper this season. 
It will take 
fiome time for the drop in the price 
of raw furs to affect the retail sale 
of the manufactured product, but the 
public are already beginning to get 
the benefit in reductions made in an- 
ticipation. 


Russia Is one of the largest fur- 
buying countries. 
Canada and British 
North America send abroad their sur- 
plus of raw furs beyond what the 
American market will take. 
The 
United States, except for some pro- 
duction in Alaska, imports almost all 
of the expensive furs which are used 
\here. 
Smaller furs, 
like 
muskrats. 
i raccoons, skunks and opossums, are 
produced in large numbers 
in 
the 
United States, and 
a great part of 
them is exported. 


BULBOUS FLOWERS. 


There are other bulbous plants be- 
sides the Easter dilies that should soon 
have attention. 
Among these are the 
tulips, hyacinths and daffodils, also 
the freesias, all of which are forced 
into early bloom by tens of thousands 
every year, the bulbs being received 
in the late iall, usually from Euro- 
pean sources, and planted in pots, pans 
of earthenware 
or boxes, according 
to the use that is to be made of them. 
Florists who grow these flowers in 
large 
quantities for cutting 
usually 
plant the tulips, daffodils aud freesias 
in shallow boxes or flats as they are 
commonly termed, the flats being about 
two feet long, one foot -wide and three 
or four inches deep, aud in such a box 
fifty to sixty bulbs -would be planted, 
says the Rural New Yorker. 
Rather 
sandy potting soil of good quality Is 
used for these bulbs, the latter being 
planted 
to such a depth 
that 
the 
points of the bulbs stand above the 
surface of the soil from half an inch 
to an inch. 
A cold frame is a good 
place to store these boxes of bulbs un- 
til such time as they a r ^ A b e brought 
into heat, giviug^iwB^'xilyter^ as 
thoy are placed in tJie frameTtt^n cov- 
ering the points of the bulbs witli a 
thin 
layer of straw or litter, 
over 
which is spread two or three inches of 
soil. The object of using this thin lay- 
er of straw over the bulbs is to enable 
the covering or soil to be more readily 
removed fronT the boxes 
while 
the 
ground is frozen.

IMPROVING OLD ORCHARDS. 
If I were to give specific advice as 
to the treatment of old orchards, it 
Avould be in brief as follows: 


Get into the orchard with the prum- 
Ing saw. For this work you ueed men 
of experience. 
Too many of so-called 
tree pruners are tree butchers. Their 
KPal is much greater than their knowl- 
edge. 
The only absolute rule in prun- 
ing that can be laid down is to cut out 
all dead wood. 
Branches that are 
badly Injured, diseased, crossed or that 
from "vveak 
crotches 
should be re- 
moved, after which some small limbs 
may be cut out, and if the tree top is 
very thick, there should be a judic- 
ious thinning of' large branches. 
Let 
Hhe pruning extend through two or 
three seasons rather than one. 


Nearly all old orchards are in sod. 
This must be broken up—absolutely 
must if success is to be attained. Start' 
Its cultivation and keep it going. Plow. 
In a good dressing of stable manure,^ 
or plow and then harrow in a good 
dressing of fertilizers rich in potash 
nnd phosphoric acid. 
In the words of 
the parable of the barren fig tree, "dig 
about it and dung it." 


With a short handle hoe or some kind 
of a box scraper remove the old rough 
bark, which shelters Innumerable in- 
sects and fungi and then spray thor- 
oughly while the trees are in the dor- 
mant condition, with copper sulphate 
at the rate of one pound to twenty-five 
gallons of water. 


Make up your mind to feed, prune, 
spray, sow cover crops and cultivate 
the orchard for the remainder of it» 
JJfe, If the orchard fails to appreciate 
the treatment outlined above, cut it 
down and plant anew. "Why cumber- 
eth it the grouinl?" Do not expect too 
jnuch or look for too quick returns. 
•'As the twig is bent, the tree is in- 
clined," and a season or two of good 
care cfannot make up for^a lifetime of 
neglect. 
Do not follow years of out- 
rageous treatment with unreasonable 
expectations.—U. 
P.

EMBELLISHING LAWNS. 
For embellishing lawns and half- 
shady corners nothing oJ:ceeils tho hy­ 
drangea grandiflora. 
It gives a mass 
of beautiful, large bunches of flowers, 
and is ahvaj's attractive. 


USE OF THE HOTBED. 


All kinds of early crops that are to 
be grown from seed In the spring may 
be hastened by starting them in a hot­ 
bed. 
Some may then bo transferred 
to cold frames, such as lettuce and 
cabbage. For the family garden such 
work will not be laborious if attention 
is now given the early crops. The ad­ 
vantage of having all kinds of vege­ 
tables early arc that they will escape 
the dry season, to a certain extent, 
and may be followed by later crops. 
Peas may be seeded In the open ground 
quite earlj% if the ground Is warm. 


PLANT FOODS FOR CROPS. 
Farm ers who have used fertilizers 
and manure together claim that tho 
combination is superior to either alone, 
and that acid phosphate Is excellent 
as an addition to the manure heap. 
The mixture of tertilizers and manure 
gives the crop soluble plant foods 
In the early stages of growth and the 
manure provides a supply later. Every 
farmer values his manure, and will 
apply it somewhere, hence the best 
mode of deriving the greatest benefit 
from it Is to increase its efficiency by 
adding fertilizers in some form to the 
heap. 


YOUNG TREES. 
If young trees are received from 
the nurseryman be careful and not 
expose the roots to the action of dry 
winds. As many insects and diseases 
may be distributed from nurseries, all 
trees should be very carefully exam­ 
ined, no m atter how young they may 
be. 
When setting them out prepare 
the land well, and give the roots plenty 
of room. 
Use no manure, but place 
the top soil next the roots. 
Shqrten 
back the tops, so as to be able to shape 
the trees in the future, and also for 
the purpose of providinic more nourish­ 
ment at the start» 


A STOUT BUSH HOOK. 
Here i$ a picture of a bush hook 
that I made this fall. 
It is simple 
and easily made by any blacksmith. 
Take a piece of cast steel one-quarter 
by one and one-quarter inches and ten 
inches long. 
Use one half for the 
blade and the other half for the shank. 
Draw the end that is for the blade, a, 
down nearly to a point, then bend 
pretty well, as It will straighten In 
drawing down to an edge. Have th^ 


bevel all on one side. Draw down true 
and thin. Then draw the shank down, 
tapering to the end, and bend about 
one inch of the end down to go into 
the snath. An old scythe snath is just 
the thing. Fasten It to the snath with 
an old heel ring driven on the same 
as we used to fasten on a scythe. 
Such a bush hook Is light to handle. 
You can cut off a bush an inch or more 
In diameter with ease. 
The blade 
needs about the same temper that you 
would give a knife. 
This is much 
handler than the ordinary bush hook. 
The blade is not so long, cumbersome 
and heavy, and the ease of manage­ 
ment will api^eal to every farm er who 
handles the bush hook.-^J. 8. B., iu 
l^mcricau Agriculturist. 


GRASS FOR THE MEADOW. 
An excellent combination of grass 
seeds for a meadow is* two bushels 
of orchard grass, two of meadow fes­ 
cue, half-bushel Kentucky blue grass, 
lialf-bushel meadow foxtail, adding 
half a bushel of red top If the soil 
is moist. 
The above is for one acre. 
The seed is costly, but it will pay, as 
sucli a combination will afford a suc­ 
cession of food during the entire sum­ 
mer. Do not grow any other crop qu 
the land but the grass.

Sacred from tlie 
Insorlptlon over tlie door to tho blue 
smoko that curls up and mingles with 
the fog. for it is the oven wherein are 
incinerated all the letters, nowspapérs 
and old books of the Chinese quarter. 
Every scrap of paper upon which a 
Chinese character has been written or 
printed, when its purpose in tho bus­

a 
perfumed 
blaze, and the ashes aro disposed of 
with reverential care. That they may 
not become contaminated with the 
touch of human fingers, they are, with 
sacred shovels, scooped into sacks and 
are carried out to sea, where the tide 
runs swift, and there they are given 
into the care of old Neptune, who re­ 
spects equally the customs of all na­ 
tions.

wireless telegraphy is in use across 
Lake Baikal. 


A new molybdenum compound has 
been discovered by Professor Molssan. 
It Is obtained by heating charcoal with 
melted molybdenum and aluminium in 
the electric furnace. 
The resultant 
metallic mass Is treated with a concen­ 
trated solution o^ potash, says the En­ 
gineering and 
Mining 
.Tournal, and 
well-defined needle-shaped crystals of 
the new compound are obtained. The 
substitution is very hard, and resists 
all acids but nitric. 
It is not decom­ 
posed by water or steam at a tempera* 
ture below GOO degrees C. It resembles 
tungsten carbide. 
It is hoped that 
the new compound may be useful iB 
making molybdenum steels. 


Consul-General Guenther at Frank* 
fort reports thr.t the chemist, Verneull, 
has succeeded in making artificial 
rubies, pure and brilliant in color,.and 
apparently possessing all the physical 
properties of natural rubies, by melt­ 
ing a mixture of clay and oxid of 
chromlimi at a temperatu. e of 7000 
degrees, obtained by means of a blaze 
of oxyhydrogen gas. The molten mass 
when suddenly cooled becomes very 
hard, and can then be cut and polished 
like the natural stone. A ruby weigh­ 
ing live pounds has thus been pro­ 
duced, but so inexpensive is the process 
that the value of this huge artificial 
gem Is sold at only $GO0. 
Natural 
rubies of fine color are among the most 
costly of precious stones. 


In the great corn and wheat belt of 
the Middle West improved windmills 
are now used to develop electric power 
for general use on large farms. At first 
the electricity so obtainca was em­ 
ployed only for lighting houses and 
barns, but more recently it has been 
utilized for running small motors. For 


COTTON SEED MEAL. 
The Department of Foods and Feed­ 
ing has recently made a collection of 
cottonseed meal offered In Massachu­ 
setts markets. 
According to Jenkins, 
the rules of the Cottonseed Crushers’ 
Association require “choice”- meal to 
contain a minimum of G.C per cent, of 
nitrogen equivalent to 42.2 per cent, 
protein, or If from the South Atlantic 
States, 6.2 per cent, of nitrogen equal 
to 38.6 per cent, protein. About all of 
the meal now offered In this State is 
guaranteed to contain 43 per cent, pro* 
tein (6.88 per cent, nitrogen) and nine 
per cent. fat. 
All of the samples collected were no* 
ticeably low in water, ranging from 
5.27 to 7.80 per cent. 
The sample 
branded Dixie contained only 37.41 per 
cent, protein and Is decidedly inferior. 
Several other lots scarcely met their 
guarantees of 43 per cent. 
Most of 
the samples collected were 
derived 
from the 1003 cotton crop. They had 
a bright yellow color and were quite 
free from hulls. A number of brands 
contained rather more “linters,’’ or 
short fibre than was desirable. On the 
whole the quality of meal .may be re­ 
garded with satisfaction, and shows 
an effort on the part of manufacturers 
and Importers to place standard goods 
upon the market. 
The price of cot­ 
tonseed meal has rlseu steadily since 
1899, when it could be bought for about 
$24 a ton. 
In spite of this fact, it 
may be considered at present one of 
the cheapest sources of protein for 
feeding purposes, as well as an eco­ 
nomical source of organic nitrogen.—J.

AUTOMATIC FOUNTAIN. 
An Ohio man gh^s this desci’iption 
of his poultry fountain: Every poul- 
tryman knows how diflicult it is to 
keep good, clean water for a large 
flock of hens shut up in a house or 
yard. If furnished in an open vessel 
it is soon lowered out o£ reach or filled 
with dirt and litter by their scratch­ 
ing. 
Various small fountains are on 
the market which do for little chicks, 
but large fow'ls shut In a warm house 
drink a great deal and require lots of 
time and attention.

ing cut shOAVs an automatic fountain 


Although the problem of color pho­ 
tography is still far from solved, prog­ 
ress is being occasionally made. 
A 
new German discovery—that of Dr. 
Koenig—relates to printing from tri­ 
color negatives, and depends upon the 
use of paper coated with collodion solu­ 
tions of colorless compounds of green­ 
ish blue, cherry red and yellow dye* 
that develop the original colors on ex­ 
posure to light. 
The set of three 
negatives is first made under the usual 
light filters. 
The printing paper 1» 
first coated with tlie solution of the 
dye that Is changed by light to green­ 
ish blue, and, after drying, it is ex­ 
posed about thirty seconds under th® 
negative taken through the red filter. 
When the required depth of color is 
reached, it Is fixed in a solution which 
removes the unaltered dye compound. 
The paper is then recoated, this time 
with the collodion for the red print, 
and exposed in exact register under 
the green negative. After this is fixed 
the third coating is made, and the yel­ 
low** Image is developed under the blue 
negative. 


Artificial cotton is now made from 
various woods, as from pine in Ba­ 
varia and fx’om fir in France. In the 
Frencli process, the wood, freed from 
bark and knots, and pulverized by a 
special machine, is steamed ten ho"Urs 
In a horizontal brass lead-lined cylinder 
of 3500 cubic feet capacity, after which 
2000 cubic feet of a blsulphate of soda 
•wash Is added and the AVhole Is heated 
thirty-six hours under a pressure of 
three atmospheres. 
The fibre, thus 
made very white, is then washed and 
ground by a series of sti'ong metallic 
meshes, after which It Is given electro­ 
chemical bleaching by chloride of lime. 
The mass Is dried betAveen two power­ 
ful rollers. 
The resulting pure cellu­ 
lose is reheated In a tight metal boiler 
with a mixture of chloride of zinc and 
hydrochloric and nitric acids, to which 
is added a little castor oil, casein and 
gelatine to give resistance to the fibre. 
The very consistent paçte produced is 
drawn into threads through a kind of 
draw plate. The threads are passed 
over gummed cloth, then immersed in 
weak carbonate of soda solution, dried 
betw'een two slowly turning cylinders, 
and finally given solidity by an ammon­ 
iacal bath.

When It is filled 
make the bung tight and open the tube 
below. The w’ater will not run out of' 
the cup if the tube be an inch or more 
below the top. One cup will water a 
good-sized flock. 
Two or more cups 
may be used If necessary. The foun­ 
tain should be set on a box about eight 
inches high, Just so the bens can reach 
it and not throw dirt Into the cup by 
scratching.

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GRAPE CULTURE. 
Many people really do not know 
what a healthy fruit the grape is, and 
how easy it may be propagated from 
cuttings. 
Every farmer or city man, 
if he does not own more than u small 
lot, should make it a specialty to gro^v 
l^me grapes. 
With the manj^ dilTer- 
ent varielies that we have, wq may 
arrange to have grapes from August 
until December, and sometimes later» 
says Inland Farmer. 
If we w'lsh to 
grow grapes successfully we should 
use plenty of stable manure, and plow 
the land late in the fall, 
and 
plow 
thoroughly. We then have our ground 
ready for spring work. The first three 
or four years we should cultivate or 
hoe the same as w e do corn or other 
crops. 
The most handy way to train 
grape vines is a trellis made of posts 
sixteen feet apart, w’lth three or four 
W4tes. 
We will find this convenient in gath­ 
ering the fruit and trimming the vines 
also. 
In pruning we should not leave 
too much overgrown wood on the trel­ 
lis. 
The best time for pruning grapes 
Is during the month of February and 
March, before the canes start to grow.

BULBOUS FLOWERS. 
There are other bulbous plants be­ 
sides the Easter'lilies that should soon 
have attention. 
Among these are the 
tulips, hyacinths and daffodils, also 
the freesias, all of whicii are forced 
Into early bloom by tons of thousands 
every year, the bulbs being received 
In the late Call, usually from Euro­ 
pean sources, and planted in pots, pans 
of earthenware 
or boxes, according 
to the use that is to be made of them. 
Florists who grow tJiese flowers in 
large 
quantities for cutting 
usufilly 
plant the tulips, daffodils and freesias 
in shallow boxes or flats as they are 
commonly termed, the fiats being about 
two feet long, one foot Avlde and three 
or four inches deep, and in such a box 
fifty to sixty bulbs would be planted, 
says the Rural New Yorker. 
Rather 
sandy potting soil of good quality Is 
used for these bulbs, the latter being 
planted 
to such a’ depth 
that 
the 
points of the bulbs stand above the 
surface of the soil from half an Inch 
to an inch. 
A cold frame Is a good 
place to store these boxes of bulbs un­ 
til such time as they a r ^ j\b e brought 
Into heat, givlugg^bew ^'iilyteri^ as 
they are placed In tiie fram eTttm cov­ 
ering the points of the bulbs witli a 
thin 
layer of straw or litter, 
over 
which Is spread two or three Inches of 
soil. The object of using this thin lay­ 
er of straw over the biilbs is to enable 
the covering or soil to be more readily 
removed froriT the boxes 
while 
the 
ground is frozen.

IMPROVING OLD ORCHARDS. 
If I were to give specific advice as 
to the treatment of old orchards, It 
would be in brief as follows: 
Get into the orchard with the pru»- 
Ing saw. For this work you need men 
of experience. 
Too many of so-callod 
tree pruners are tree butchers. Their 
zeal Is much greater than their knowl­ 
edge. 
The only absolute rule in prun­ 
ing that can be laid down is to cut out 
all dead wood. 
Branches that are 
badly injured, diseased, crossed or that 
from weak 
crotches 
should be re­ 
moved, after which some small limbs 
may be cut out, and If the tree top Is 
very thick, there should be a Judic­ 
ious thinning of large branches. 
Let 
'the pruning extend through two or 
three seasons rather than one. 
Nearly all old orchards are in sod. 
This must be broken up—absolutely 
must If success is to be attained. Start' 
Its cultivation and keep It going. Plow. 
In a good dressing of stable manure,^ 
or plow and then harrow In a good 
dressing of fertilizers rich in potash 
and phosphoric acid. 
In the words of 
the parable of the barren fig tree, “dig 
about It and dung It.” 
With a short handle hoe or some kind 
of a box scraper remove the old rough 
barlr, which shelters Innumerable in­ 
sects and fungi and then spray thor­ 
oughly while the trees are In the dor­ 
mant condition, with copper sulphate 
at the rate of one pound to twenty-five 
gallons of water. 
Make up your mind to feed, prune, 
spray, sow cover crops and cultivate 
the orchard for the remainder of It« 
IJfe, If the orchard falls to appreciate 
the treatment outlined above, cut It 
down and plant anew. “Why cumber- 
eth It the ground?” Do not expect too 
jnuch or look for too quick returns. 
“As the twig Is bent, the tree Is In­ 
clined,” and a season or two of good 
care (fannot make up for*ft lifetime of 
neglect. 
Do not follow years of out­ 
rageous treatment with unreasonable 
expectations.—U. 
P.

MAKING A SPOOL ARROW. 


SHOWING BARREL, TRIGGER AND ARROW OF SPOOL GUN. 


Here Is a gun that may be easily 
made and which shoots with consider- 
able accuracy. 
To make this gun it 
will be necessary to secure some per- 
fectly round sticks one-fourth of an 
inch thick that may be used as ar- 
rows. 
These may be purchased at 
hardware stores. 
The one thing that 
may appear unusual is that the trigger 
appears at the muzzle of the gun and 
not In Its usual place. 


If the following directions are care-, 
fully followed no trouble will be had 
in making it, otlierwise the spools will 
not be arranged 
satisfactorily 
and 
trouble will follow. 
Take three com- 
mon spools, on which thread is wound 
and slide them on the arrow. 
Hold 
them tightly together w^hile you phuie 
or whittle one side of them, so that 
they will not I'oll around when laid on 
a smooth surface. 


Make the barrel and stock of the gun 
from an inch board six or seven inches 
wide and two and one-half feet long. 
Mark out on it tlie shape of the stock 
and leave the barrel half an inch thick. 
Along the top of the barrel lay the 
three spools with the arrow still in 
them. 
Two of them must be placed 
near the muzzle and have u little space 
between them. 


Bind the spools securely to the bar- 
rel, keeping the arrow in them wliile 
doing so. In binding on the spool near 
the stock, include the ends of a piece 
of strong rubber elastic. 
Stationery 
shops generally keep strips half an Inch 
wide which are just? the thing. 
The 
trigger is a small piece of tin nearly 
two inches long and half an Inch Avide. 
A little hole is punched in the lower 
corner and a short string tied to it. 


Next, determine the length of the ar- 
row. Push the arrow backward against 
the rubber band until the baud is 
drawn very tight. 
Cut off the arrow 
at the point between the two spools at 
the muzzle. 
Put the tin between the 
spools and lot the arrow rest upon it. 
[f the tin is now pulled away the arrow 
will be released and will fly away. 


Now put a screw eye Into the barrel 
Just underneath the tin. Put the thread

MAKING A SPOOL ARROW. 
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SHOWING BARREL. TRIGGER AND ARROW OF SPOOL GUN, 


Here is a gun that may be easily 
made and which shoots with consider­ 
able accuracy. 
To make this guu it 
will be necessary to secure some per­ 
fectly round sticks one-fourth of an 
Inch thick that may be used as ar­ 
rows. 
These may be purchased at 
hardware stores. 
The one thing that 
may appear unu'^ual is that the trigger 
appears at the muzzle of the gun and 
not in its usual place. 
If the following directions are care-, turned round quickly and sa\sj^ her. 
fully followed no ti*ouble will be had 
in making it, otlierwise the spools will 
not bo arranged 
satisfactorily 
and 
trouble will follow. 
Take three com­ 
mon spools, on which thread is wound 
and slide them on the arrow. 
Hold 
them tightly together while you phuie 
or whittle one side of them, so that 
they will not roll around when laid on 
a smooth surface. 
Make the barrel and stock of the gun 
from an inch board six or seven inches 
wide and two and one-half feet long. 
Mark out on it tlie shape of the stock 
and leave the barrel half an inch thick. 
Along the top of the barrel lay the 
three spools with the arrow still in 
them. 
Two of them must be placed 
near the muzzle and have u little space 
between them. 
Bind the spools securely to tho bar­ 
rel, keeping the arrow in them while 
doing so. la binding on the spool near 
the stock, include the ends of a piece 
of strong rubber elastic. 
Stationery 
shops generally keep strips half an inch 
wide which are just the thing. 
The 
trigger is a small piece of tin nearly 
two Inches long and half an inch wide. 
A little hole is punched in the lower 
corner and a short string tied to it. 
Next, determine the length of the ar­ 
row. Push the arrow backward against 
the rubber band until the baud is 
drawn very tight. 
Cut off tho arrow 
at the point between the two spools at 
the muzzle. 
Put the tin between the 
spools and let the arrow rest upon it. 
[f the tin is now pulled away the arrow 
will be released and will fly away. 
Now put a screw eye into the barrel 
Just underneath the tin. Put the thread

In spite of all precautions, the ar­ 
rangements for many weddings have 
been neglected, and when the happy 
day came there was somd trouble. 
It 
is make an exhaustive list of the va­ 
rious details w’’hlch m ust be attended 
to in proper order. 
If it ic to be a 
church aifair, the clergyman should 
be asked, and the church prepared suf­ 
ficiently in advance of the date set for 
the ceremony. 
Invilations or announcements should 
be ordered three or four weeks in ad­ 
vance, because’ delays and mistakes 
will happen and these should be pro­ 
vided against 
The sexton should be 
interviewed, and '^rrangpuients made 
to have the church in good condition. 
He may be lold to take care of the 
awning and carpet at the church door, 
and to furnish a n^an to^ open the oar- 
rlaffe doors and to iook after the check- 
inr of the vehicles. 
/ dmission cards should be collected 
at the door by another man, and, if 
possible, a policeman should be on 
hand to clear the passage of idlers. 
These men should be engaged by the 
sexton, who receives a fee for these 
services. 
The chief usher should rarry out all 
the arrangements on the wedding day* 
The ribbons that are stretched across 
the aisle, and the cushions on which 
the young people kneel, are usually 
supplied by the bride’s family. 
The 
sexton is also asked to talco charge of 
the decorations in the church, and the 
boutonnieres for the usher.?. 
Then comes the organist. The w ed­ 
ding music is chosen iu consultation 
with him. 
Rehearsals will probably 
be needed. 
The organist should be told of this 
and his services engaged for them. 
For a house wedding the music usually 
takes the form of a pianist or small 
stringed organist. 
Carriages are needed to carry the 
bride, bridesmaids and the bride’s fam ­ 
ily to the church, and afterw ard to the 
house for the reception or breakfast. 
One carriage can be provided for two 
bridesmaids. 
I t should be sent to 
their houses, then brought to the home

SOFT BEDS. 
No m atter how comfortable a soft 
bed and large, soft pillows may be, 
they are not healthful, and* women es­ 
pecially would do well to avoid them, 
to r they assist materially in injuring 
her physical appearance. 
When the 
body sinks down in a soft bed a con­ 
siderable portion of the skin is robbed 
of its proper ventilation and the cir­ 
culation is Interfered with. 
It also 
helps to make the muscles flabby. 
A hard bed will make the flesh firmer 
and the form must, therefore, appear 
somewhat better as a result. The large 
pillows are not good to sleep on be­ 
cause the head is too high when it 
rests on them, and this prevents that 
deep, regular breathing which gives 
good lungs and in consequence a bet­ 
ter appearance to the bust and shoul­ 
ders. 
One ought always to sleep on the 
left side, and preferably w ith the arms 
a t the back. 
This may be a little 
aw kw ard a t first, but as soon as one 
becomes accustomed to it she will find 
it not only the most restful and easy, 
b u t the position in which sleep is more 
easily induced. 
The pillow ought to, 
of course, be small and the bed hard, 
o r a t least firm. The body is then in
